‘Risky’ Ephedra to Be Banned 


WASHINGTON I The Bush administration is 
banning the sale of ephedra early next year, 
and urged consumers Tuesday to immedi- 
ately stop using the herbal stimulant that 
has been linked to 155 deaths and dozens 
of heart attacks and strokes. 

It was the government’s first-ever ban on 
a dietary supplement, one that comes eight 
years after the Food and Drug Administration 
first began receiving reports that ephedra 
could be dangerous. 

“The time to stop taking these products is 
now,” Health and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson said. “They are simply 


too risky to be used.” 

Ephedra once was hugely popular for 
weight loss and body building. But it can 
cause life-threatening side effects because 
the stimulant speeds the heart rate and con- 
stricts blood vessels. 

It is particularly risky for anyone with 
heart disease or high blood pressure or peo- 
ple engaging in strenuous exercise. 

Sales of ephedra products have plummet- 
ed because of publicity about the herb’s dan- 
gers, which peaked after the ephedra-relat- 
ed death of Baltimore Orioles pitcher Steve 
Bechler in February, lauran neergaard (ap)

Spurrier: 
So Long, 
Redskins 

Coach calls it quits after 
second disappointing year 

WASHINGTON I Steve Spurrier resigned 
as coach of the Washington Redskins on 
Tuesday, ending a failed attempt to bring 
his Fun ’n’ Gun offense to the NFL. 

“This is a very demanding job,” Spurrier 
said in a prepared statement. “It’s a long grind 
and I feel that after 20 years as a head coach, 
there are other things that I need to do.” 

Spurrier quit three days after the Redskins 
finished 5 -11 by losing 10 of their last 12 games. 
His record was 12-20 over two seasons. 

“I simply believe that this is the right time 
for me to move on, because this team needs 
new leadership,” he said. “I’ve enjoyed my time 
in Washington. Obviously, all of the losing can 
wear you down, but I believe that the fran- 
chise is headed in the right direction.” 

The coach called owner Dan Snyder on 
Tuesday morning to offer his resignation, and 
Snyder accepted with “much regret,” accord- 
ing to the team.

Ashcroft Drops Out 
Of CIA Leak Probe 


Justice Department 
names prosecutor to 
head up investigation 

WASHINGTON | Attorney General 
John Ashcroft on Tuesday recused 
himself from the politically-sen- 
sitive investigation of who leaked 
the name of a CIA operative. The 
Justice Department quickly named 
a special prosecutor to take over the 
investigation. 

The announcement was made 
by James Comey, the department’s 
new No. 2 official, at the Justice 
Department. He called the new 
top prosecutor “Elliot Ness with a 
Harvard law degree and a sense of 
humor.” 

The U.S. attorney in Chicago, 
Patrick J. Fitzgerald, will take over 


the investigation and report to 
Comey, who is Ashcroft’s top deputy. 

“He has the power and authority to 
make whatever prosecutorial judg- 
ment he needs,” Comey said. 

This will not be Fitzgerald’s 
first high-profile investigation. He 
oversaw the investigation of for- 
mer Illinois Gov. George Ryan, a 
Republican who was 
indicted this month 
on 22 counts of cor- 
ruption, including 
taking free vaca- 
tions, tax fraud, lying 
to federal agents and 
skimming cash out 
of his own campaign fund. Ryan 
pleaded innocent a week ago. 

Comey did not say exactly what 
evidence necessitated the recusal.

In New York, the 
federal government 
will provide helicop- 
ters to help protect 
revelers during the 
New Year’s Eve party 
in Times Square. 

It was not revealed how many 
helicopters would be made available 


from the Bureau of Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement, or how 
they would be deployed. 

Since the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion has imposed temporary flight 
bans over parts of the city during 
gatherings like the New Year’s 
Eve celebration, the July 4 fire- 
works show and the Sept. 11 anni- 
versary.

Iran Thanks U.S. for Its Aid 

Khatami says ‘chronic’ problems remain, however 


BAM, IRAN I As survivors of Iran’s 
earthquake scavenged for clothes 
and jostled for handouts Tuesday, 
President Mohammad Khatami 
thanked the United States for 
aid but played down talk that 
Washington’s contribution would 
thaw frosty relations. 

“Humanitarian issues should not 
be intertwined with deep and chron- 
ic political problems,” Khatami said. 
“If we see change both in tone and 
behavior of the US. administration, 
then a new situation will develop in 
our relations.” 


Since the quake, the United 
States has sent at least eight Air 
Force cargo planes to Iran carry- 
ing 150,000 pounds of relief sup- 
plies, including blankets, medical 
supplies and water. The aid comes 
even though Iran and the United 
States severed diplomatic ties after 
the 1979 Islamic Revolution, and 
President Bush has branded the 
country as part of an “axis of evil” 
with Iraq and North Korea. 

Meanwhile, new aid or pledges 
of aid continued to arrive. The six 
Arab states that face Iran across 


the Persian Gulf committed $400 
million to the reconstruction of the 
devastated city of Bam. 

International relief workers 
said they were shifting their focus 
in Bam from searching for survivors 
to helping the injured — and bury- 
ing the corpses still being pulled 
from the rubble. 

The death toll from Friday’s 6.6- 
magnitude quake rose to 28,000, 
said the coordinator of U.N. relief 
operations, Ted Peran. At least 
12,000 people were injured, the 
Health Ministry said, and there 
were fears the death toll could rise

Senate Passes Bill Granting 
Musharraf Sweeping Powers 

Constitutional changes that grant 
President Gen. Pervez Musharraf 
extraordinary powers in return for a 
promise to step down as army com- 
mander by the end of 2004 cleared 
their final legislative hurdle Tuesday, 
winning support of a divided Senate 
chamber. Officials say Musharraf 
is expected to sign it immediately.

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I An Israeli 
helicopter fired two missiles at a car 
carrying militants from the Hamas 
group late Tuesday, wounding at 
least 11 people and raising fears of 
an intensification of violence. 

Israel’s military issued a state- 
ment saying the targets were “senior 
Hamas terrorists ... actively engaged 
in planning terror attacks.” Hamas 
officials said one of the people in 
the car was a midlevel command- 
er, Jamal Jara. It was not clear if he 
was among the wounded. 

Hamas spiritual leader Sheik 
Ahmed Yassin said Israel would 
pay a heavy price for the attack. 
The strike undermines an informal 
arrangement in which Israel avoid- 
ed trying to kill Hamas militants 
as long as the group halts attacks 
on civilians inside Israel. Neither 
side had acknowledged that such 
an agreement existed. 

Continued violence has frozen 
efforts to implement the U.S.- 
backed “road map” peace plan, 
which also requires the Palestinians 
to dismantle groups responsible 
for three years of attacks against

A roadside bomb that was appar- 
ently intended for a passing U.S. 
military convoy missed its target 
Tuesday, exploding in a densely pop- 
ulated Baghdad neighborhood and 
killing an Iraqi civilian.

WASHINGTON | Four-car mid- 
day Metrorail trains may not be 
enough. The transit agency is con- 
sidering adding more cars after get- 
ting complaints from riders about a 
standing-room- only subway com- 
mute during midday hours, Metro 
officials said. 

Between Nov. 24 and April 12, 
the transit agency cuts six-car trains 
back to four from 9:30 a.m. until 
3 p.m. on the Red, Orange, Green 
and Blue lines. Officials cite tra- 
ditional drops in ridership. The 
Yellow Line runs four- car trains 
year-round. 

According to Metro, midday 
ridership on Tuesday, Nov. 4 was 
125,722. Ridership on Tuesday, 
Dec. 9 was 119,274 after service 
was cut back. 

Midday ridership was even 


higher on Dec. 23 at 131,661. 
That’s close to midday averages in 
the 140,000s in July and 125,000 
in September. 

Jim Hughes, Metro’s director 
of operations planning, said as 
a rule the agency doesn’t run six 
cars until the ridership reaches into 
the 130,000s. Hughes said rider- 
ship on Fridays has been unusu- 
ally high — ranging from 125,000 
to more than 140,000 this month 
and last. 

But Metro officials note they 
have to think twice about adding 
cars because of the budget crunch 
the agency is facing. Despite an esti- 
mated $30 million in proposed in- 
house cuts, the agency still faces an 
estimated $29 million budget deficit 
for fiscal year 2005, which begins

A Fitting End for Spurrier 


Confusion continues 
to reign as Redskins 
coach offers resignation 

PRO FOOTBALL I Steve Spurrier’s 
resignation was as confusing as 
his offensive strategy, adding 
another dysfunctional day to the 
recent history of the Washington 
Redskins. 

Spurrier quit three days after 
the Redskins finished 5-11. 

His tenure was marred by mixed 
messages about his coaching style, 
abrupt changes in offensive philoso- 
phy and disorienting audibles. 

It was only fitting, then, that his 


resignation took several perplexing 
hours to resolve — with Spurrier at 
one point saying he hadn’t quit, even 
though the team said he had. 

Spurrier called Snyder on Tuesday 
morning to resign and told the owner 
to work out the final details with 
agent Jimmy Sexton. 

With Sexton in Memphis, 
Tenn., Snyder in Washington, and 
Spurrier on a golf course in Florida, 
the coach didn’t know that all the 
issues had been resolved when he 
told The Washington Post, “I have 
not resigned.” 

Minutes later, after hearing from 
his agent. Spurrier finally acknowl- 
edged he was quitting.

Can the Redskins ever gain a sense 
of stability with the ever-chang- 
ing environment that exists around 
them?

At this point, do you think the 
Redskins should go after a defen- 
sively-oriented head coach or an 
offensively-oriented one? 

I’m not locked into any descrip- 
tions or buzz words. You go after 
someone who you think has some 
convictions, who is going to become 
in short-time a great head coach. 

What’s your take on the 01’ Ball 
Coach’s future? Does he take 
a year off? Does he go back to 
Florida if Zook falters? To a big- 
time college program, or to a small 
school like North Carolina? 

One year off then to the 
University of North Carolina which 
was predicted six weeks ago by one 
Hall of Fame running back John

INCOMING I General Motors Corp. 
unveiled its 2005 Chevrolet 
Cobalt on Monday at the Greater 
Los Angeles Auto Show, the lat- 
est new Chevy in a revamped 
line designed to boost the brand’s 
sales to 3 million units, a level last 
reached in 1979. 

The Cobalt is Chevy’s entry in the 
premium small car market and will 
compete against the Toyota Corolla 
and Honda Civic. It will debut in 
the fall with two versions for the 
2005 model year. 

Both the Cobalt sedan and the 
coupe will feature wood on the 
dashboard, leather interior and 
other premium features such as 
satellite radio, MP3 player and 
the company’s OnStar emergency 
notification system. Pricing was not 
announced. 

The Cobalt is one of 10 new or 


revamped Chevys to be introduced 
over a 20 -month period. Chevrolet 
accounts for more than half of GM’s 
annual volume. The brand sold 2.6 
million vehicles last year, down from 
2.7 million in 2001. 

The launch is part of a wider 
move by GM to fend off Asian
